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1. Communists have regularly attenied Taiwanese family assemblies where such 
problene as rationing, registrations, and new regulations were under dis- 
cussion and have made speeches against the Nationalist Government and the 
United States. 


2. Since late 1949 Comrmnist activity has been continuously directed at 
students, particularly those attending National Taiwan University. LI 
Yu-ch! eng Ce Eh ), member of 2 Knomintung youth group, was expelled 
from the university for giving publicity to a Dew Tear's Communist demon- 
stration. ‘Two other students, CH'U Yen~hua (i% 4) #) and YANG I (yo 7%), 
were executed as Communist spies. ca .* 


30 CHOEN Chuan-t2 (74) 1 lyf,), a veteran of the incident of 28 February 1947, 
was sent to Taiwan in the fail of 1949 to organive Communist underground 
groupe. Upon his return te Hong Kong in late December, he reported to the 
fa Chiun (A. 74) Department Store, the liaison office of the Taivan Demo- 
cratic Self-Governing League.* CH'EN informed LIN Yung (ijk Ys), a Taiwanese 
Communist, that he had organized in Taivan armed unite totaling ten thousand.

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there is a svecial unit charged with investigation of imvortant personnel 
of the Kuomintang, the government, and the armed forces and military instal- 
lations, and with training new recruits in collecting and vhotographing 
secret material. 


CHG 5. Among its other activities, CH'EN Ch‘uan-ti’s units imported five hundred 
submachine guns in early November 1949, having them landed near Suao (Sooku) 
(121-11, 24=57) on dark nights by Soviet submarines. The weapons are being 
distributed to various localities for the use of underground elements. The 
use of Soviet submarines to enugele in both illegal weapons and subversive 
elements is to be continued on less frequented stretches of the coast. 


66 The involvement of high-ranking Nationalist officials in Taiven Commmist 
- activities was exposed in the large clean-up of Communists which followed 

the lunar Hew Year celebrations. The Nationalist police obtained the NAICS» 
more than five thousand, of all the Commmist agents in Taiwan. Many of the 
suspects escaped to the mountains but over a hundred were arrested. Among 
those arrested were the wives of several vcrominent officials, including 
Mra. LI Yu~pang (4 ke £% ),** wife of the deputy chief of the Kuomintang 
headquarters in Taiwan, and Mrs. TING Chihep'an (7 34 ag ),** wife of the 
former chairman of Kiangsu Province. The latter was shot for resisting 
arrest. An unnamed woman whose husband is clesely connected with the GIMO 
admitted she was a Communist and was arrested over her husband's protests. *** 


7. Communist leaters influential in the Taichung district include: TS°AI Ch'ien 
(2h 54, ), "CHANG Aqchiing (4h fa] & ) Cooth asacciated with international 
Communist activities), and CHUNG Piing shan (4@ .# 1,), former editor of Hsin 
Hua ( 47 ‘a ). Coming to Taiwanss a refugee, he became first literary and 
art editor of the Taiwan Hsin Sheng (#/f ’£ ), then head of its Taichung 
branch. He organized the San Yu ( <. A ) (Three Friends) Party, through 
which he extended Communist provaganda into schools and cultural groups. 

As each member was charged with recruiting three new memberg, the organization 
became fairly large and vas involved in stulent incidents at Taiwan Universi ty
